KING HEROD 


H. R. H. the Duke of Cumberland, son of George II and 
brother to George IV, was one of the founding fathers of 
English racing as it is known today. Upon his retirement 
as Commander-in-Chief of the army, the Duke of Cumberland 
devoted the majority of his energy to racing and breeding 
Thoroughbreds. He founded the English Jockey Club and 
bred two of the world’s three foundation sires, Eclipse and 
King Herod, subsequently called Herod. The other, Match’em 
was bred by Mr. John Holmes. 


All of today’s Thoroughbreds descend in tail-male line from 
the Godolphin Arabian, Darley Arabian, and the Byerly Turk, 
whose pedigrees are unknown. Their names survive through 
their grandsons and great-great grandsons, the aforemention- 
ed Eclipse, King Herod, and Match’em. 


King Herod, foaled in 1758, was by Tartar (great grand- 
son of the Byerly Turk) out of Cypron, by Blaze. He was a 
bay without white except a small star, with a level back and 
high quarter, and deep in the back ribs. 


He ran his first race at 5, as H. R. H. the Duke’s Tartar Colt 
and defeated the Duke of Ancaster’s Roman in a match for 
500 gs. At 6, he won a match for 1,000 gs. from Tartar, own- 
ed by Sir John Moore, Bart. (who purchased King Herod 
upon the death of the Duke of Cumberland a year later 
in 1765); he beat Tom Tinker in a match for 1,000 gs.; and 
bested Antinous in a match for 500 gs. 


At 7, King Herod again beat Antinous, in a match for 1,000 


gs., extending his victory string through five races over three 
years. He then lost his next four starts: to Ascham; to Turf; 
to Bay Malton; and again to Bay Malton in a sweep of 500 
gs. with Turf and Ascham trailing. At the age of nine, King 
Herod closed out his racing career with a triumph over 
Ascham in a match for 1,000 gs. 


No doubt his weak forelegs had begun to tell, for he was 
retired soon after this victory. At stud, King Herod met with 
immediate success. His get began to appear in 1771 and 
through 1787, his 497 winners earned some 201,505 gs. in 
stakes, besides many cups and 53 hogsheads of claret, a 
record which surpassed that of any sire before his day. 


His greatest rival at stud was, of course, the brilliant Eclipse, 
six years his junior. According to C. A. Prior, King Herod 
was credited with 51 winners in 1779 while Eclipse had 382. 
That year there were 302 winners by 81 sires; King Herod 
therefore accounted for 16.5% while Eclipse had 10.6%. It is 
indeed remarkable that these two stallions could so dominate 
their generation as to sire one-fourth of all the year’s winners. 
King Herod sired three of the first five winners of the Oaks: 
Bridget, Faith, and Maid of Oaks. His son Phenomenon won 
the St. Leger of 1783 and in turn, sired Ambidexter, winner 
of the St. Leger in 1790. His son Florizel sired *Diomed, 
first winner of the Derby and one of America’s first signific- 
ant importations (ancestor of Lexington). King Herod’s best 
sons were Highflyer and Woodpecker through which his blood 
survives in tail-male line. Principal source of Herod blood 
today is the great French stallion Tourbillon.

CALIFORNIA 
Terrang's First Derby 


Los ANGELES. Before the Santa Anita 
Derby. there was a general feeling that 
the 3-year-olds in the East, awaiting the 
Kentucky Derby and other spring classics, 
had nothing to fear from California this 
year. But after the Santa Anita Derby, a 
lot of “experts” were ready to change 
their minds. 

Rex Ellsworth’s Terrang ran the finest 
race of his career to win the $158,800 
Derby by more than a length, with his 
stablemate Like Magic a charging fourth 
in a field of 18. Like Magic, a brother 
to Swaps. is the colt that Ellsworth and 
trainer Meshach Tenney have claimed all 
along is their best prospect for the Ken- 
tucky Derby. 

Two days after the Santa Anita Derby, 
Terrang and Like Magic. along with 4 
stablemates. were sent by air to Gulf- 
stream Park. where they will be pointed 
for the Florida Derby.: From there they 
will go to Churchill Downs for America’s 
most glamorous race, the Kentucky Derby. 
The long-range plan is to return to Holly- 
wood Park. and after that meeting to in- 
vade Chicago and then New York. This 
will mark the first time the Ellsworth sta- 
ble has raced in New York. 

You may recall that exactly a year ago 
Swaps was still very much of an unknown 
quantity. He had been bothered by foot 
trouble before the Santa Anita Derby, 
had missed some rather important works. 
and had gone into the race far from peak 
condition. The point is that Terrang 
looked a lot better in winning his Santa 
Anita Derby than Swaps had in taking his. 
Whether he will turn out to be half the 
horse his stablemate is, is something else 
again. But. at least. he is off to an excel- 
lent start. 

A year ago Tenney told this reporter 
he wouldn't ship back to the Kentucky 
Derby unless he felt certain his horse 
would make a good showing. 

“[’'m more confident now than I was 
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then,” he said after Terrang and Like 
Magic had come through so nobly. 

Tenney said that Willie Shoemaker, who 
has been riding for the Ellsworth stable 
since Swaps won the Kentucky Derby last 
spring, would be on hand for the Florida 
Derby, and later, if all goes well, for the 
Kentucky Derby. 


The Comfortable Margin 


Despite the large field, the Santa Anita 
Derby was a cleanly run race. All of the 
18 colts and geldings had running room 
at all times. The speed horses — Polly’s 
Jet. Blen Host and Eddie Schmidt—waged 
a bitter battle for the early lead, with 
Terrang right off their heels in fourth 
place. Going into the far turn, Shoe- 
maker moved into third place with Ter- 
rang. came around Blen Host and Polly’s 
Jet on the turn for home, and took the 
lead a stride or 2 before reaching the fur- 
long pole. From then on, Terrang opened 
up a comfortable margin, while Social 
Climber and More Glory came from far 
back to offer a closing threat. Like Magic 
was right behind them, with Count Chic 
fifth. 

Of the first 6 finishers. only Social 
Climber is not eligible to the Kentucky 
Derby. (A list of nominees is on page 
633). As you know. he is by Your Host, 
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whose other sons and daughters — such as 
Miss Todd and Blen Host —are mostly 
speed horses. Anyway, Social Climber has 
developed into an excellent stretchrunner. 


Rugged and Dependable 


Tenney wasn’t at all surprised by Ter- 
rang’s victory, and he was really pleased 
with Like Magic’s performance. After the 
race he rushed down to congratulate 
jockey Louis Leon. Tenney had cautioned 
him not to get excited, but to ride as 
smoothly as he could and to whip with 
his arm. He came from 10th place with 
Like Magic, and closed between horses in 
the stretch like a veteran. 

Leon does the riding for the stable at 
Caliente and at Pomona, so “splitting 
stakes” with Shoemaker in a race like the 
Santa Anita Derby was a rare achievement 
for him. 

The name Terrang has no meaning that 
Ellsworth knows of. “My sister submitted 
a list of names, and that was one we 
chose.” he said, “just because we liked 
the sound of it.” 

The son of *Khaled out of Flying Choice 
is not a handsome horse. He is rather 
plain looking. But he is rugged and de- 
pendable, according to Ellsworth. and 
he’s gained some 75 pounds since the 
start of the winter season. 

In the Santa Anita Derby, he bore out 
a little on the first turn and then, after 
drawing into a lead in the home stretch, 
he bore out again in the final sixteenth. 
“He wants to wrestle with you over every- 
thing.” Tenney said by way of explana- 
tion, “rather than doing it all kindly.” 

“Now Like Magic.” he added, “is much 
more willing. He has trouble keeping up 
with the early pace, but you can just see 
him trying. He doesn’t have to improve 
a great deal to be just as good as Ter- 
rang.” 

Tenney and Ellsworth may be right. 
They've been singing the praises of Like 
Magic all winter as being a better Ken- 
tucky Derby prospect, but you'll notice 
that when the races are run, the one that’s 
right there for the money is Terrang. 

Terrang’s share of the Santa Anita 
Derby was $111,700. which should be 
enough to command some respect. His 
time for the mile and a furlong was 1:51. 
He took over after the first mile, which 
was run in 1:37%. 


Two interested were Bill 
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spectators 
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Terrang still had 114 lengths to spare at the finish of the Santa Anita Derby, 
but the fast-closing pair of Social Climber and More Glory were gaining. 


Corum, president of Churchill Downs. and 
Al Wesson, director of publicity at Holly- 
wood Park. 

Corum seemed particularly pleased over 
the outcome of the Santa Anita Derby, 
since it meant that California would have 
strong representation again in the Derby. 
“I expect we'll have a few horses back 
there that can run, after all,” he said. 

Wesson had just returned from Hialeah, 
where he saw Needles win the Flamingo 
Stakes. “I think Terrang is just as good.” 
he said. “and perhaps even just a little 
better.”

Coon Pleads Guilty 


Roscoe D. Coon, Thoroughbred owner 
who last month confessed to embezzling 
$753.000 from the Joshua Monument Na- 
tional Bank, Twenty-nine Palms. Calif., 
will be sentenced April 2 by a Federal 
district court. 

The 46-year-old banker on February 28 
pleaded guilty to 25 counts of embezzle- 
ment and misapplication of funds from 
the Joshua bank, of which he was cashier 
and vice president. He had been arrested 


last July at Del Mar, where he had a large 
stable in training. 

U. S. Atty. Laughlin E. Waters said 
Coon had been embezzling bank funds 
since 1952. Coon had been a big buyer 
at the Keeneland summer sale. 


MARYLAND 
More Tax, More Days 


The Maryland legislature last week 
passed bills increasing the pari-mutuel 
tax and giving Thoroughbred and harness 
tracks additional racing days. 

For the 3 major tracks—Bowie. Laurel, 
and Pimlico—the legislature provided that 
the pari-mutuel take be increased from 10 
to 12 per cent. with the state and the 
tracks splitting the raise. The 3 also were 
given a total of 20 additional days. 

The take for the harness tracks was in- 
creased from 12 to 13 per cent. Here the 
state would split with no one. Each of the 
4 tracks was given 4 additional nights of 
racing. 

Two additional racing days were given 
to each of the state’s 5 half-mile tracks. 

The Maryland Racing Commission ask- 
ed that the major race tracks meet at the 
earliest possible time to recommend a 
racing schedule. 


Trying to Go Along 


Pimlico this year will close nominations 
for the Black Eyed Susan Stakes and the 
Dixie Handicap on May 1. The Black 
Eyed Susan, a $20.000-added race for 3- 
year-old fillies at 1); miles, will be run 
May 12. The Dixie, for 3-year-olds and 
upward at 11g miles on the turf, will be 
run May 26. 

Commenting on the late closing. presi- 
dent Louis Pondfield, said, “The nomina- 
tion list will be smaller, of course. but 
the ones we get will be almost a certainty 
to run... . We are trying to go along 
with owners and breeders in avoiding ex- 
tremely early closings, and also provide 
any late-developing horses a chance to run 
when they are at their best.” 

Pimlico’s 16-day spring meeting will 
open May 9 and will close on Saturday. 
May 26. The track’s big race will be the 
Preakness on May 19. 


FLORIDA 
Records for Jet Action, Hialeah 


Three stakes were offered at Hialeah 
Park during the meeting’s 3 final days 
(see Stakes and Horses)—but one of the 
most interesting contests was the $10.000 
Leap Year Purse on March 1. a 6-furlong 
sprint which attracted Jet Action, Squared 
Away, I Appeal, Hilarious, and 2 others. 

Jet Action, making his first start since 
his fourth to Sailor in the Pimlico Special 
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After King Hairan’s victory in the Hialeah Juvenile Stakes, Hialeah president 
Eugene Mori (second from right) presented the stakes trophy to Harry B. Massey 


and Leo Edwards, owners of the winner. 


Others present were Mrs. L. H. Hunt, 


Mrs. Edwards, jockey Kenneth Scawthorn, Mrs. Massey, and trainer L. H. Hunt. 


on November 26, was a 4-5 favorite. prob- 
ably on the strength of his fine workouts. 
On February 23 and again on February 
27. the Maine Chance Farm colt had 
worked 5 furlongs handily in :5944,. 

Squared Away set the pace, with Jet 
Action 1% lengths behind for 4 furlongs. 
At the top of the stretch jockey Willie 
Hartack called upon Jet Action, and the 
colt responded quickly. Squared Away 
put up a gallant fight, but in the last 
sixteenth he could not hold Jet Action, 
which won by three-quarters of a length. 

The time was 1:09, a new track record. 
The quarters were run in :2244, :2244, 
and :2424. He galloped out 7 furlongs 
in 1:22445 and one mile in 1:3735. 


“We Were Lucky” 


Two races later *Guardian Il rewarded 
long-shot players with the best stakes pay- 
off of the meeting—$178.80 for $2. His 
victory was in the Hialeah Turf Handicap. 
in which he beat some of the best grass 
runners now in the U. S.—*EIl Chama.

George P. (Maje) Odom. who trains 


*Guardian II for Mrs. Anson A. Bigelow. 
said the horse’s showing was a complete 
surprise to him. He guessed *E] Chama.

“Do you suppose that Bustamante thought 
he had to go around again? He didn’t 
move until the eighth-pole. just sitting 
there like a park policeman. We were 
lucky all right.” said Odom. 


Better Business 


After a slow start. Hialeah’s business 
picked up steadily in the last weeks of the 
meeting. and the track ended with its best 
pari-mutuel handle ever. In 40 days. 832.- 
988 patrons bet $71,743,684. Last year 
the figures were 813.900 and $68.413.252. 
In addition to new records for total attend- 
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ance and handle for the complete meeting, 
the totals the day of the Widener Handi- 
cap were new one-day records. 


Business apparently will continue to be 


good throughout the Gulfstream Park 
meeting. On opening day at the track, 


23.864 persons bet $2,009,453. Last year, 
when opening day fell on a Friday, 20,- 
792 bet $1.714.178. The figures on the 
first Saturday of the 1955 meeting were 
18.902 and $1,658.976. 


MICHIGAN 
The Last Laugh 


Detroit. State legislators gave Detroit 
race tracks some uneasy moments while 
they toyed with the idea of requiring 
Michigan residency for a majority of race- 
track officials. The bill, proposed by 
State Sen. Stanley Novak, Detroit Demo- 
crat, passed several preliminary tests be- 
fore Republicans got down to cases and 
killed it. 

Novak first demanded that all race- 
track jobs go to those who had been 
residents of Michigan for at least 5 years. 
He agreed later to limit his demands to 
80 per cent of the employees. 

Representatives of both the Thorough- 
bred and harness tracks said the measure 
would cost the tracks the services of their 
most valuable officials. 

Opponents of the bill at first tried to 
laugh the bill to death. proposing to make 
American League umpires and_ jockeys 
subject to the same residency qualifica- 
tions. They failed in these attempts as 
Senator Novak won support for his plea 
of “Michigan jobs for Michiganders.” 

Support for the bill collapsed only when 
the tracks got together and warned the 
legislators of the possible consequences. 

Three other racing bills moved ahead in 
the House of Representatives. but close 
observers gave them little chance of be- 


coming law. One proposed to replace the 
racing commissioner with a 5-man board, 
another would authorize the commissioner 
to levy fines and penalties for doping and 
fixing races. while the third applied to the 
use of racing revenue for harness purses. 

Although none of these is regarded 
seriously, racing men will not rest easy 
until all such legislation is disposed of. 
All these bills can be amended and Michi- 
gan legislators are known for the unexpect- 
ed. 

One of the measures which died in com- 
mittee was Sen. Donald Smith’s annual 
proposal to outlaw betting on horse races. 


The Dangling Visions 


Visions of another race track were 
dangled before the eyes of Detroiters 
again last week. 

This time the promoter was B. F. 
Gregoric, who helped organize the Hazel 
Park Stadium Corporation, which started 
construction of the Hazel Park track in 
1948. He sold out his interests before 
the track opened. Since then, however, 
Gregoric has worked on plans for a track 
of his own. For the last few years he 
has flirted with a site in Novi Township, 
about 20 miles west of Detroit. 

Construction of a new expressway in 
the area created traffic problems, so 
Gregoric shifted his sights a few miles 
down the road to Farmington Township, 
where he now plans to build a 5-furlong 
harness track and sports center with the 
backing of metropolitan Detroit business- 
men. 

Gregoric and 2 of his associates, C. J. 
Kovacs and Harry Vreeland, said that they 
were not considering Thoroughbred racing 
at the present. They are seeking to rezone 
244 acres at Grand River and Haggarty 
Roads. 

Racing commissioner James H. Inglis 
said that he had not heard from Gregoric 
or his group, unincorporated so far. 
Gregoric has visited or written him many 
times in the last few years, but nothing 
concrete ever has been presented. 

This time Gregoric may be serious. The 
township board of trustees has given 
preliminary approval for rezoning of the 
land involved.

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OBITUARY 


James C. Ellis 


James C. Ellis, 83-year-old owner of 
James C. Ellis Park at Henderson, Ky., 
died Friday night, March 2, at the St. 
Joseph Hospital, Hot Springs. Ark. He 
was described as one of the nation’s 
wealthiest bachelors. 


Mr. Ellis was born in Spencer County, 
Indiana. His father was a brick mason. 
and young Ellis’ first job was laying brick 
in his home town for 50 cents an hour. 
Finally. after one long, hot day, he put 
aside his trowel and said to the foreman. 
“There has to be a better way to earn a 
living than this . . . I quit.” He became 
a mule trader. 


In 1900, at the age of 27, Ellis invested 
most of his $2,700 savings in an Owens- 
boro, Ky.. lumber firm, and became the 
company’s $50-a-month buyer and ap- 
praiser. A fire wiped out the business. 
Ellis thereupon borrowed $1,000 from a 
bank and started his own lumber company. 

As the lumber business prospered, Mr. 
Ellis went into other enterprises. He be- 
came a road- and bridge-building contrac- 
tor. he invested in oil properties, and he 
began buying land in west Kentucky. At 
the time of his death last week it was 
said that he owned more than 1,000 pro- 
ducing oil wells (he once drilled 28 wells 
on a 110-acre tract of land without hitting 
a dry well) and more than 40,000 acres 
of farm land in Kentucky, Indiana, III- 
inois. and New Mexico. Dun and Brad- 
street estimated his fortune at $50,000,000. 

Nearly all his life Mr. Ellis had been 
interested in horses and Thoroughbred 
racing. In 1922 he bought Dade Park in 
a courthouse sale and changed it from 
harness racing to Thoroughbred racing. 
In the fifth year of its operation under 
his management, the track began to show 
a profit. 

Five years ago his long-time friend. 
Earl Ruby. wrote in the Louisville Courier- 
Journal: “Col. Jim never misses a day at 
the track unless he is sick — and he has 
been ill only once in 78 years. . . . He 
has a box in the stands, but never occupies 
it. .. . Dressed in khaki pants and an old 
shirt, he usually may be found swapping 
yarns with the oldest of the oldtimers. . . . 
He likes to recall the days when racing 
was growing up.” 

Among the stories which Mr. Ellis en- 
joyed telling was one about a betting coup 
at a county-fair meeting in the West. A 
small group of men figured they had 
rigged a 5-horse race against the favorite. 
Ellis, who had bet heavily on the favorite. 
heard of the fix and realized that he was 
being played as one of the suckers. He 
pretended to go along by adding to his 
investment and by making several side 
bets with the fixers. Then, before the 
race was to be run, he went to the owner 
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James C. ELtis 


of the favorite and said, “Vl pay you the 
amount of the winning purse and double 
it if you'll let my jockey ride your horse.” 
The owner happily accepted, and. with an 
honest jockey aboard. the favorite won. 

Since he was a young man Mr. Ellis 
had bred and raced Thoroughbreds. He 
owned the James C. Ellis Farm. near 
Owensboro. where he had about 50 brood- 
mares. He raced mostly at the smaller 
tracks. 

Last year. in response to urging from 
friends and newsmen. Mr. Ellis grudging- 
ly changed the name of Dade Park to 
James C. Ellis Park. 

On the afternoon of the day that Mr. 
Ellis died. one of his horses. Teapoy. won 
the second race at Oaklawn Park. 


Miss Daysie Procter 


Miss Daysie Procter died a few minutes 
after midnight on the morning of March 6 
at the Good Samaritan Hospital in Lex- 
ington. where she had lain in a coma most 
of the time since February 8.

Ralph B. George 


Ralph B. George, 69, for many years 
prominent in the Thoroughbred industry in 
Texas, died at Dallas on March 1. 

A native of Versailles, Ky.. Mr. George 
for most of his life lived in Dallas, where 
he operated the R. B. George Equipment 
Company. manufacturers of farm and road 
machinery. In the 1930’s while pari- 
mutuel betting was legal in Texas. he 
served as president of the Dallas State 
Jockey Club. which operated one of the 
3 major tracks in the state. 

During the time he was associated with 
the Dallas track, Mr. George established 
Glad Acres Farm, until World War IL 
one of the largest Thoroughbred farms in 
Texas. He bred the stakes winners Sir 
Greenock. Madie Greenock, and Greenock 
Flame, all sired by Greenock, which stood 
at Glad Acres for several years. 

In 1940 Mr. George reported 3 Decem- 
ber foals to The Jockey Club, and he 
probably was the only American breeder 
ever to report 3 such foals in one year. 

Mr. George was one of the organizers of 
the Texas Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion. which he served as president from 
1940 through 1942. He was prominent in 
various charity activities in Dallas. He 
raised $240,000 for the construction of 
the Children’s Hospital of Texas. and he 
served on the hospital’s board of directors 
until his death. 

Survivors include his sister, Miss Cleo 
George. of Dallas. who owned a large show 
horse stable for many years. 


Charles Guinup 


Jockey Charles Guinup died February 
27 at St. Mary’s Hospital, Tucson, from 
injuries received earlier in the day in a 
fall at Rillito Park. Physicians said 
Guinup’s ribs were crushed on the right 
side of his body and that his lungs were 
punctured. 

Guinup rode his first winner on June 19 
at Silver Park. New Mexico. Last year he 
won 113 races.

At the first Keeneland summer sales ‘n 1943 John 
W. Galbreath, owner of Darby Dan Farm. paid 
$6.600 for a filly by *Blenheim IT out of the good 
race mare and producer Ethel Dear. The filly, 


King Hairan (1) took the lead after one furlong of the Hialeah Juvenile Stakes, 


named Darby Dunedin. developed into a high-class 
race mare, winning races, including the 
Columbiana Handicap, and earning $49,665 in 3 
seasons, 

Darby Dunedin’s first foal was High I. Q.. a filly 
which was unplaced at 3, the only year she raced. 
She was barren the following year, and her second 
foal was the winner Dawn O’Darby. Her third, 
Clear Dawn, arrived at the Lexington branch of 
Darby Dan on April 6, 1951. 

Clear Dawn has been among the best mares in 
each of the 4 years she has raced, although she 
has won only 3 stakes. At 2 she placed in 5 
stakes, including the Matron, Selima, and Princess 
Pat, and was given 110 pounds in the Experimental. 
The next year she got her first added-money win 
in the Miss Woodford Stakes. in which she beat 
Parlo and Evening Out, and finished second in the 
Monmouth Oaks and Vagraney Hand‘cap and third 
in the Beldame Handicap and Miss America Turf 
Stakes. She was given 112 pounds in The Blood- 
Horse Handicap. 7 pounds below Parlo and even 
with Evening Out and Queen Hopeful. 


maintained a one-length margin until the finish. He was pressed for most of 
the race by Bolodier (blinkers with black star), which finished second. 
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Last year Clear Dawn captured the New Castle 
Stakes and placed in 7 other stakes—-second in the 
Beldame, Arlington Matron, Suwannee River, and 
Molly Pitcher Handicaps and third in the Columbi- 
ana, Delaware, and Maskette Handicaps. 


In her last 2 starts of 1955 Clear Dawn was far 
below her usual form, finishing far back in the 
Ladies Handicap and Vineland Handicap. At the 
Hialeah Park meeting she was last in a 7-furlong 
allowance race on February 13, then was eighth 
to Myrtle’s Jet in the Columbiana Handicap. For 
the Black Helen Handicap she was assigned only 
108 pounds, and was a 32-1 outsider in the betting. 
The entry of High Voltage and Misty Morn was a 
3-2 favorite. 

Myrtle’s Jet quickly took a 4length lead over 
High Voltage, which held a similar margin over 
Clear Dawn. On the far turn High Voltage and 
Clear Dawn began to narrow the leader’s margin, 
and Miss Arlette also began to close ground. Clear 
Dawn passed Myrtle’s Jet and High Voltage in the 
jast furlong, then held off Miss Arlette to win by 
a nose. 

*Heliopolis, which stands at Almahurst Farm, 
near Lexington, has one other stakes winner this 
year, Helfast. Darby Dunedin has a 2-year-old 
filly, Evening Time, by Citation. She has a 
yearling sister to Clear Dawn, and is in foal to 
Citation. She will be bred to Olympia this year.

An easy winner of his first 2 starts, King Hairan 
was a 55-100 favorite to become the first Florida- 
bred ever to win the Hialeah Juvenile Stakes. Tardy 
at the start, he took the lead after one furlong. 
then stayed about one length in front of Bolodier 
until the finish. He ran the 3 furlongs in :3235, 
one-fifth second slower than the record set by Make 
Swing in 1949. 

Kenneth Scawthorn, who rode King Hairan, said, 
“Man, he scared me at the start. He was in a 
knot, not ready at all. But when he finally got 
on the lead, he started playing again. There’s just 
no telling how fast this one could run if he’d only 
level with you.” 

Bred by William E. Leach, who last month sold 
his Dickey Stables at Ocala, Fla.. King Hairan 
won a maiden race for Leach at Hialeah on 
January 17. He then was sold privately for $36,- 
000 (including sales tax) to Leo Edwards and 


Harry B. Massey. In his only start for his new 
owners before the Juvenile, King Hairan won the 
Florida Breeders’ Stakes. 

King Hairan’s sire and dam, King’s Stride and 
Lady Hairan, were included in the sale of Dickey 
Stables to a syndicate headed by Bruce G. Camp- 
bell, Maryland horseman. King’s Stride has one 
other stakes winner, Smooth Stride, winner of the 
1955 Youthful Stakes at Jamaica. Lady Hairan, a 
winner in 5 seasons, has 2 others foals of racing 
age, one winner.

since 1937, were entered in the Santa Anita Derby, 
a race which has produced the winner of the 
Kentucky Derby in 3 of the last 4 years. (Before 
Hill Gail in 1952, 8 Santa Anita Derby winners 
had tried for Kentucky’s big race, and none had 
been closer than fourth.) Rex C.  Ellsworth’s 
potent entry of Terrang and Like Magic, the most 
talked about 3-year-olds on the West Coast, 
started as a 17-10 favorite. Count Chie was 
at 6-1. 

Polly’s Jet showed his usual early speed, followed 
by Blen Host and Terrang. Blen Host took the 
lead with 4 furlongs to go, and a furlong later 
Terrang passed him.

Of the 15 runners in the Camino Real Handicap, 
Alidon and Rejected had equal top weight of 124 
pounds, and only 2 of the others carried more than 
112 pounds.

Happy Go 
Lucky gained steadily on Find in the last furlong, 
but he was a half-length behind at the finish. 

Foaled March 16, 1950, at Alfred G. Vanderbilt's 
Sagamore Farm, Glyndon, Md., Find did not begin 
racing until April, 1953. His first 11 starts were 
company, but in the fall he moved 
into stakes competition and won the Ohio Derby 
and the Grey Lag and Empire City Handicaps. 
The following year he raced almost exclusively in 
stakes, winning the San Carlos, Excelsior, and 
Queens County Handicaps and finishing second in 
the Massachusetts, Brooklyn, and Washington’s 
Birthday Handicaps. 

Injuries kept Find away from racing last year. 
This year he had started 4 times before the New 
Orleans. He finished second in 3 allowance races 
at Hialeah, then ran a close fourth in the Widener 
Handicap after setting the pace until the final 50 
yards. 

The 25-year-old Discovery, which stands at Saga- 
more, had 2 stakes winners last year.

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Breaking: Ellsworth-Style 


When a horse from Rex Ellsworth’s 
stable steps out on the track, its superb 
manners invariably draw comment. The 
same is true in the stable area, whether the 
horse is on a figure-8 walking ring, in its 
stall. or being shod. 

To achieve this poise, a horse’s train- 
ing is started before it is taken from its 
dam. Sucklings are driven against the 
bit. from the backs of ponies. with the 
lessons repeated after weaning. 

“The foals will settle better. after be- 


ing handled. when still nursing their 
mothers.” said trainer Meshach (Mish) 


Tenney in explaining the early start. “They 
don't lose weight and their general condi- 
tion is better than if we started later. Even 
the coats of sucklings remain shiny.” 

It is hard to argue against the results 
Tenney has had. Swaps. on his trips to 
Churchill Downs and Chicago. made 
nearly everyone aware of the attention 
which must have been given his training. 
But good care is not reserved for the stars 
or potentially top horses. The amount 
of time and attention a young one gets 
is determined solely by its need and the 
rapidity with which it learns. 

“The pride of our lives has been to 
have good-mannered horses.” said Tenney. 
simply and sincerely. 


Purpose Singular 


When either he or Ellsworth speaks of 
any phase of their work, invariably the 
plural pronoun is used. Both were 48 last 
November. but Mish is one day younger 
than Rex. They were raised together in 
Arizona. rode the range as buddies, and 
shared lean days before beginning to reap 
the harvest of hard work and diligent 
study. 

“Whatever Meshach does is as Vd do 
it.” Ellsworth said. “I’m away a lot these 
days. so I actually don’t know exactly 
what he’s doing. except that it’s what I’d 
do, if I were there. Always having been 
so close. we see things the same way. If 
we ever did run into a difference on any- 
thing. we'd sit down and try to figure out 
how it happened and which way was best.” 

Tenney and Ellsworth like to handle the 
early training personally. “Not that 
others can’t do it.” Tenney said. “But 
Rex and I have had worlds of practice and 
they're our horses. so we figure we should 
do it. if we can.” 

Expanding operations have thrust more 
and more administrative work on Rex. 
Trips east and to sales abroad keep him 
away from much of the breaking these 
days. But Tenney’s son Tracy. 13. is 
taking up some of the slack. trading school 
clothes for denim pants and chaps in the 
afternoons. the same as his father did 35 
years ago in Arizona. ; 

Tracy has learned much from his father, 
who has an uncanny knowledge of a Thor- 
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oughbred’s moods and inclinations. Tenney 
and the horse are very aware of each other, 
and there is understanding between them. 
There has to be something more than the 
tug of rein or the touch of a boot to get 
the response from horses which Tenney 
does. 


While driving the young ones, Tenney 
talks easily, but his eyes are ever on the 
head he’s controlling with long reins. Al- 
ways he’s careful to keep the reins snug 
enough for the bit to do its job, while 
remaining alert for a surge or sudden head- 
flirt, which might send a tender mouth too 
hard against the bit. And he also is

scared. 
and repeat the routine. An average foal, 
one that is not scary or flighty, is ready 
to come out to a larger area, like a lane 
or shedrow, after 2 sessions in a stall. 

“Now the foal is taught to move along- 
side the pony on its own feet, to gallop, 
to stop, and to back up. It is driven both 
right and left. and alongside a righthand 
driven foal while it goes left. Then 2 
are driven abreast. left and left. and right 
and right. so each has to move between 2 
ponies. 

“Always they are being taught to turn, 
toward the pony and away from it, for this 
is the most important single lesson. The 
hardest thing to teach them is to turn 
toward the pony.

aware of how Tracy’s foal is performing, 
even when it’s out of his direct vision. 

“She’s going to put her head down in 
front of old Sally now,” Tenney will call 
while turning his own filly in a circle. 
“Try to keep her away-” 

Once he told Tracy how a filly was going 
to act before she even was brought out of 
her stall. And he was right. 


The First Lessons 


While plating horses near the end of 
Santa Anita’s Barn 1-A, Tenney explained 
his ideal for breaking young stock. 

“This is the way we'd like to work 
with all the young horses, and which we 
come as close to as other things will 
permit.” Tenney said. speaking through 
horseshoe nails held in his mouth. 

“The dam and her suckling are taken 
to a stall and then the mare is moved to 
another one. We use a hackamore at 
first to teach the foal not to be afraid of 
the pony or to try and run away. Chiefly 
we just try to hold it steady, so it isn’t 


“We've found that foals act better in 
the company of a pony, and when mounted 
you can go right along no matter what the 
foal does. Let it run off for a quarter of 
a mile, and, with a good pony. you’re still 
there keeping the pressure gentle on that 
bit when the foal finally pulls up. 

“The biggest disadvantage is the foal’s 
tendency to lay against the pony. We meet 
this situation by pulling the foal around 
until it is directly facing the pony, then 
working our way gradually back to its side 
while making it stand on its own feet.” 

Tenney moved his farrier’s kit and 
picked up another foot of the colt he was 
plating. 

“Foals should have a minimum of 2 
weeks’ driving. although sometimes you 
can get by on one. They are worked up 
to where they will jog easily in a figure- 
8 at the side of a pony. 

“Each night they are turned out with 
their mothers. of course, and the ground 
boys handle them a lot at this time. The 
boys pick their feet. brush and gentle

“Next they are turned out for 30 days. 
during which time they are weaned. then 
are taken up again for 2 or 3. sessions 
each. They'll be rusty, but the work will 
refresh their memories in a hurry- 

“Some people wonder why we keep on 
working with a foal that already is doing 
well. You have to. A horse operates large- 
ly from memory, so it has to do the same 
thing over and over for the lesson to be- 
come properly fixed.” 


Weanlings to Yearlings 


Tenney straightened up. “You remember 
that dark bay weanling that went so well 
from the very first?” 

We did, indeed, for she had come out of 
the cutting pen with ears pricked, jogging 
perkily at the side of Tenney’s pony like 
a 3-year-old child showing off a new 
starched dress and party manners. 

“She got flighty later,” Tenney said. 
“I’m going to have to give her and one 
or 2 others another session or so, when we 
have time.” 

He mused for a moment, shaking his 
head. “You just can’t tell when one will 
take a turn the way that filly did. Sitting 
on a good pony and driving her, when she 
was going so well that afternoon, was one 
of the greatest joys in the world, and then 
she suddenly got flighty for no apparent 
reason. That chestnut I was driving just 
before her, the one that was troublesome 
at the start, she settled down in a hurry 
and goes beautifully now. So you never 
know ahead which way the breaking will 
go with any individual foal.” 

Getting back to his breaking procedure, 
Tenney said: “After the weanlings can 
figure-8 all right, they are turned out until 
Santa Anita closes, near the middle of 
March. Then they are taken up again, as 


yearlings, and driven from 3 to 5 times 
each, with a surcingle part of the time 
toward the end. 

“Here we pay particular attention to 
putting real good mouths on them. We 
want that bit to feel as much a part of 
their mouths as their teeth do. 

“When you follow this procedure, there’s 
not as much sacking-out needed, for the 
yearlings already are gentle. So next we 
drive them twice with a saddle on, then 
put a light boy up while the yearling is 
driven. Naturally, you need a boy that 
has confidence in the driver, for he has no 
control of the yearling at all. It’s a picnic 
for him, if the driver and yearling get 
along. But if it should get away, then 
he’s up on an unbroken horse, with no 
reins. and in a bad fix. 

“That’s the way we'd always like to 
break our horses—but, as I said, some- 
times we can’t stick to it exactly. When 
the breaking is completed, we turn them 
out until it’s time to start their training 
for racing.” 


Feet Are Important 


The colt was fully shod and put away. 
Tenney leaned on a railing. checking off 
other things he considers important for 
young horses. “We start trimming the feet 
early and keep it up as the foals are 
driven. If a foot is uneven, it may be 
smoothed a little when the foal’s as young 
as 10 days, for keeping the feet level helps 
a foal to develop soundly. They aren't 
shod, though, until they reach the track, 
unless one needs corrective shoeing. If a 
foot keeps wearing in one place and trim- 
ming doesn’t eliminate it. we put on a 
light shoe. 

“As for riding, we'll use a boy that 
weighs up to 140 for slow educational 
work on a yearling. Use one any heavier 
and you're asking for trouble.” 


Tenney himself never mounts a yearling. 
He’s rather slight, but he has a wiry, 
lean hardness and a deceptive 150 pounds. 
He has to maintain the fine condition of an 
athlete to keep up with his schedule—or 
perhaps it is the schedule which is re- 
sponsible for his excellent condition. Last 
fall, for instance, he had 40 horses in 
training at Santa Anita and 32 foals he 
was breaking at the 2 ranches. He was 
up well before daybreak to drive to the 
track for the extensive training chores; 
then, after a brief nap, he drove the 25 
miles back to the Chino ranch to work 
with the young horses. Tracy joined him 
as soon as school was out. Ellsworth left 
the office and paper work when he could. 

We stopped by one day in the middle 
of November when the sun already was 
near the western horizon. Tenney and 
his son were driving sucklings. and Ells- 
worth came out just before Iron Reward 
and her foal. a brother of Swaps, were 
moved into the barn. This was the day 
before all sucklings were weaned. 

The white on all 4 legs of the chestnut 


foal flashed in the dusk as he moved 
smartly alongside Tenney’s pony. and 
Ellsworth’s gaze rarely left him. When 


Iron Reward, barren the past season to 
*Khaled, nickered from her stall. the 
suckling’s ears pricked and played, but 
he was quiet at the side of Tenney’s pony. 
Even a flurry of hoofs, when Tracy brought 
another suckling dashing down the center 
of the barn, failed to excite the youngster. 

When the lesson was finished and Iron 
Reward was turned out into the lane, she 
fretted until her foal went into their 
paddock, then bounded after him. It was 
an hour after dark before we left the farm. 
and the sucklings still were being driven 
and Ellsworth still was watching. 

It had been the same story late one 
afternoon the previous September, 3 days

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after Swaps’ injured foot had been success- 
fully operated on, and foals of 1954 were 
getting their final breaking lessons. Ells- 
worth came out in a cowboy’s working 
clothes and watched the breaking in the 
cutting pen for a while, explaining some 
details. 

“Watch how Mish makes the yearling 
stay away from the pony.” he said after 
Tenney had sent a bay colt out of a stall 
and followed on his Quarter Horse as if 
he were grafted to its back. ‘Notice he 
makes it go on both sides, too.” 

A half-hour later, Ellsworth checked 
Swaps in the nearby barn. then sat down 
to pull on old worn chaps. He already 
had turned in more than a day’s work for 
the average man, yet he said. “Time to get 
to work.” He mounted a broad-beamed 
Quarter Horse and joined Tenney and the 
hands in the cutting pen. 


The Key: Hard Work 


The pen and an adjoining lane now have 
been roofed to permit work in all types 
of weather. Lights have been installed 
for night training work, and there’s a lot 
of it. Recalling numerous visits. it was 
easier to understand Tenney’s terse summa- 
tion of the success he and Ellsworth have 
had with horses. He put it this way: 
“What we’ve accomplished is not due to 
any superior knowledge or gifts. but has 
been done by hard work. We don’t sur- 

pass anyone in knowledge. The ones 


we're ahead of just don’t try as hard as 
we do.” 

Actually that’s oversimplification. What 
they learned as tadlegs on the Arizona 
range is still working for them every day. 
and each of them knows it. Here is the 
way Tenney sketched that time insofar as 
it related to horses: 

“When we were kids, Rex’s dad had a 
big cow ranch, and on holidays, even when 
school let out for the circus, we weren't 
satisfied until we had our horses heading 
for the ranch, 16 miles out of town. We'd 
also light out as soon as school was over 
on Fridays. It made our arrival pretty 
late, but we were on hand for the start 
of Saturday, and that was the important 
thing. Of course, we always went to 
Sunday School. During summer vacations. 
from the time we were sixth-graders, we 
worked on the ranch. 

“For our first ponies, the cowboys gave 
us old ragged ones, as they should have. 
But we decided to take a personal pride 
in whatever we had, even to ragged ponies, 
so we cleaned up the ones given us. 
trimmed the manes and _ tails, brushed 
them good, and tried to get a better rein. 
It wasn’t long until we noticed the cow- 
boys looking over the horses as if wonder- 
ing why they'd ever given away such good 
ones. As often as not they tried to get 
them back, too. 

“Tt made us realize the value of taking 
care of whatever horses we had, of good 


grooming, and of working with them until 
they reached the point where they could 
perform their best in all ways. It’s a 
lesson we’ve never forgotten. 

“We watched everything and always had 
an eye out for improvements. For example, 
we saw that if a steer got restless to the 
right of a pony the cowboy had to circle 
all the way to the left to get into position, 
in case the steer should try to break away 
from the herd. We began teaching our 
ponies to get into position by merely shift- 
ing the rear feet a little. But when old- 
timers caught us teaching a horse to 
respond more readily to light reining and 
pressure on the flanks, they said we might 
as well be on the ground. They thought 
it was a plain waste of time.” 

But Rex and Mish persisted, daring 
taunts and at times the displeasure of 
older hands, even though the 2 wanted to 
be cowboys more than anything else in 
the world. It was an unusual determina- 
tion for sixth-graders to have. 


“Best I Ever Saw” 


Ellsworth at this time began studying 
the shape of a horse and its points in an 
effort to find a pattern for predicting its 
wearability. He learned fast and continued 
his studies, and now Tenney says of him: 

“Rex is the best judge of a horse I ever 
saw. Make no mistake either, judging a 
horse is about the hardest work there is, 
for me, anyway. Rex studies all avail-

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able records of any he’s interested in, and 

then he'll stand for hours studying the 
horse. He’s good because he works at it 
harder than others. as I do with the 
ponies.” 

But this makes no allowance for the 
fact that Ellsworth observed on his own, 
when virtually all other boys would have 
been content to rely on the knowledge and 
judgment of older, experienced hands. 

“When we were kids.” Tenney continued, 
“horses were never broken under 4 years 
of age. Everyone thought it would ruin 
a horse to break it even at 3. The first 
one given us to break was a 6-year-old 
strawberry roan named Cannonball. We 
decided to take turns riding, and I went 
first. Well. sir, that horse pitched so hard 
the stirrups turned upside down in their 
leathers. old ones too, with the print of 
the upper stirrup well grooved in them. 

“TI was so little and light—I guess we 
were in the eighth grade or first year of 
high school—that I stayed with him. and 
then Rex took his turn. He had a problem, 
with his longer legs. that I didn’t. Cannon- 
ball began to buck. throwing his hind legs 
up toward his belly so high that he was 
kicking Rex’s feet. He even kicked them 
out of the stirrups, but Rex won out. He 
rode Cannonball into a belly-deep pond of 
water, and that beat him. We kept on 
taking turns until it was time to go to 
school, and Cannonball never did throw 
either of us. 

“But we got the idea it might be better 
to start breaking at an earlier age. so we 
began working back. younger and younger. 
until finally we were breaking tiny foals 
to lead when they were only 3 and 4 
months old. The younger the better. we 
found. if it’s not overdone, and if you 
take proper care of the foal. It will give 
them better manners which will pay for 
the trouble every time. 

“For instance, it was of great value with 
our rodeo ponies. While waiting their 
turn in the roping and bulldogging events, 
they'd stand heading straight down the 
chute. feet planted for a quick start. 
Others would rear and twist, and maybe 
be sidewise when the signal was given. 
Our ponies were every bit as anxious to 
get away. but their better manners often 
gave us a split-second advantage. 

“When we started with Thoroughbreds. 
there was no need to change what we'd 
been doing with other horses. We've 
driven Thoroughbreds when young from 
the first. Hubble Bubble and U Time, our 
first good ones, were both driven off 
ponies.” 

Tenney grinned suddenly and shifted his 
feet. “Well,” he said, “I've got to hurry 
on out to the ranch.” 

It was a little after noon. He'd already 
“supervised the work of all the horses 
in training and had shod 4. He’d already 
done a full day's work—but. well, there 
were just a few more things he wanted to 
get done at the ranch. Tenney’s days are 
like that—just a few more things to do.

In each of his first three crops, Billings has come up with 
a large number of 2-year-old winners. In 1955, he sired 
nine juvenile winners from 18 named foals; in 1954, Bill- 
ings had seven 2-year-old winners including stakes per- 
formers Top Traffic, Texas Bull Dog, and Miss Ada; and 
in his first year at stud, Billings ranked among the leading 


freshmen sires with eight 2-year-old winners.

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FEEDING 


The following summary of feeding at White Oaks Farm and the Hagyard farm is 
the fourth in a series which will be concluded next week. 


WHITE OAKS FARM 


“It's a shame the industry doesn’t know 
any more about feeding than it does.” said 


Howard Endicott. manager of Miss 
Mildred Woolwine’s White Oaks Farm. 


“If we were feeding pigs or cattle or 
chickens we couldn’t go wrong. With 
horses we just feel our way along, do the 
best we can.” 

White Oaks’ feeding program is built 
around a basic diet of clover hay, corn, 
bran. and the supplement Stamm. “But 
we're open to change if someone can show 
us an improvement.” Endicott said. 


Weanlings, Yearlings 


The day after the foal is born Endicott 
starts him on a daily dose of 5 drops of 
haliver oil. “because these early foals 
don’t get much sunshine ... and until they 
start getting some green grass they need 
vitamins A and D.” 

The foal is encouraged to eat as soon 
as he’s able—but no one forces him. The 
mare’s feed basket is lowered so that the 
foal can get into it if he wants to. When 
he begins to catch on to the business of 
feeding himself, the mare is tied up once 
a day. and her foal is given a ration of 
grain. When he shows that he is ready for 
more, the mare is tied up twice a day. 


At this time he’s eating some cracked 
corn. a dash of sweet feed. bran, Calf 
Manna. Stamm, and crimped oats. He’s 
also getting a daily ration of 2 ounces of 
carron oil, which is increased gradually 
until the next summer, when he is being 
given about 8 ounces a day. 

“We feed carron oil—linseed oil and 
lime water—by the barrel. It’s a good 
lubricant for their bowels. and it’s a good 
conditioner, puts a good finish to them.” 

If a foal doesn’t like something in his 
diet, no one forces him to eat it. If a 
suckling should nuzzle aside most of the 
corn in his feed box, he'll be given a little 
less corn the next meal. 

“One doesn’t like this, and one doesn’t 
like that.” Endicott said. “But Ill say 
one thing for Stamm—l’ve never had a 
horse that didn’t like it.” 

Immediately before weaning Endicott 
starts giving each foal 50,000 units a day 
of a synthetic vitamin A in capsule form. 
“We started that last year,” he said. “and 
I liked the way they did. I thought they 
had a better appearance, that their coats 
were better. During the winter, for 
example. their bodies had a better shine 
and looked slicker, and their hair was 
shorter; so we kept them on the 50,000 
units until the day they were sold.” 

Foals are weaned when they are 51% to 


6 months old. There is no hard rule about 
this, and the weaning time depends chiefly 
on the weather (“We wouldn’t want to 
wean when it’s raining and cold.”) and 
the foal’s appetite (“And we wouldn't want 
to wean when a foal hasn’t showed us he’s 
ready to take care of himself.”). 

Weanlings are allowed to eat up to 8 
quarts of grain a day in 2 feedings; and, 
weather permitting, they are outside 
through the day. 

The grain ration is increased gradually 
through the winter and early spring, and 
by mid-April the yearlings are taking 
about 14 quarts of grain a day. “TI like a 
yearling to come out of the winter with a 
full. flat belly.” Endicott said, “but then 
I like to taper them off until at sales time 
in July they’re only getting about 6 quarts 
of oats and hay. The hay is clover with 
not more than 30 per cent timothy. I’m 
watching their bowels. and if they look a 
little loose. Tl cut down the clover and 
increase the timothy. .. . I'll give them a 
little alfalfa 3 times a week. 

By May 1, the yearlings are being fed 
3 times a day, and when the weather is 
good they are outside through most of the 
daylight hours. Last year the sales year- 
lings were taken up about 6 weeks before 
the July sales, and, instead of romping in 
the fields, they were walked with super- 
vision. Some walk about 30 minutes a 
day, some an hour and a half. The exercise 
each gets is determined by his condition. 
The way Endicott feels, the grain and 
pasture has put weight on the yearlings 
and filled them out; then it’s up to him

to mold and pack it in the right places. 

“This whole thing is a continuous give 
and take.” he said. “A yearling gets too 
fat and we cut down on the grain ration. 
He starts to bloat a little bit, and we cut 
down on his grazing. We watch him like 
a hawk, and if he lacks luster we'll give 
him some Chevinal and Coblex. 

“And every horse on this farm is groom- 
ed and inspected every day. You don’t 
need to weigh foals or yearlings, all you 
got to be is observing. 

“My practice in feeding is just like 
bringing a horse up to the Derby. Every- 
thing has to be on schedule—the horses 
depend on that, and 5 or 10 minutes delay 
in feeding or walking them makes them 
nervous,” Endicott said. “I have one man 
responsible for feeding his own group of 
horses—one for the weanlings. one for 
yearlings, and so on—and [| think that is 
very important, too.” 


Barren Mares 


Barren mares in the winter get alfalfa 
and clover hay and 4 to 10 quarts of whole 
oats aday. (Older mares may get crimped 
oats.) They also get 2 ears of corn. an 
ounce of cod liver oil, 4 ounces a day of 
carron oil, and a little sweet feed. In the 
case of mares which need a little building 
up, he will add some Stamm to the diet. 

These mares are fed at 3:30 a. m. and 
4 p.m. They are out all day, in at night. 


Howarp Enpicortr 


In April. barren mares depend mostly on 
pasture, and through the spring and sum- 
mer they get no grain. If drought has 
injured the pasture, however. they will 
be given a small grain ration. 

“The reason we house barren mares at 
all is that we can watch their weight and 
condition better.” Endicott said. “I like a 


barren mare to get some flesh on her— 
she ought to look like she is in good 
bloom.” 


Maiden Mares 


Endicott tries to get maiden mares up 
to 14 quarts of grain a day. and he 
prefers to keep them inside for a while. 
unless the weather is very warm. He 
doesn’t like to get mares from the race 
track later than October 1. 

Their diet consists of hard oats. “unless 
they are used to crimped oats on the 
track.” and 2 ears of corn twice a day. 
one cunce of cod liver oil. 4 ounces of 
carron oil, some sweet feed. and a little 
Stamm. Once a day each mare gets about 
a half-foot of alfalfa hay. 

Endicott likes to get maiden mares in 
firm flesh before putting them on the same 
schedule with barren mares. 


Foaling Mares 


At weaning time foaling mares are 
taken off a grain-and-hay diet until they 
dry up. and they are out day and night. 
As long as it is necessary, they are milked 
each evening. 

These mares stay on pasture until about 
November 1. when they are started on a 
daily ration of about 6 to 8 quarts of 
grain. now including bran. They are fed 
twice a day. As foaling time approaches. 
the mares begin eating less grain, and

While they are on a grain ration, the 
diet consists of crimped oats. corn. sweet 
feed. Stamm. and one ounce each day of 
cod liver oil. The oil is discontinued when 
the grass is green and rich. 


Stallions 


Young stallions are started on whole 
oats. cracked corn, Stamm, bran, 2 ounces 
of Coblex, 6 ounces of carron oil. The 
hay is clover and timothy. and the clover 
should run about 70 per cent. The average 
consumption is about 12 quarts a day. 
Coblex is removed from the diet after the 
breeding season. 

Stallions are fed 3 times a day—at 3:30 
a. m., 11:30 a. m., and 4 p.m. They are 
outside all day long in the winter. In the 
summer they are taken up during the heat 
of the day. 


The stallions—and all other stock on the 
farm—get one ounce of cod liver oil daily 
from November to April. 


HAGYARD FARM 


Dr. Charles E. Hagyard is best known 
as head of the veterinary firm of Hag- 
yard, Davidson. and McGee. but he also is 
a successful Thoroughbred breeder who 
owns a 330-acre farm on the Paris Pike, 
about 9 miles north of Lexington. 

Dr. Hagyard and Edgar Blanton. who 
manages the doctor’s farm. are among 
those who believe that horses need only 
oats. hay, and corn unless, of course, they 
are sick. All horses on the farm get top- 
quality whole oats and straight clover hay. 
Corn is fed only during cool weather. 


Sucklings 


Suckling aren’t put on a regular oats 
ration at any particular time. “You can’t 
make any rules.” Blanton said. “They are 
just like humans. Some will start eating 
earlier than others, and some will eat more 
than others. A few foals will start eating 
when they are one or 2 weeks old. Of 
course, you don’t like for them to. start 
that early because they will get ‘scours.’ ” 

By weaning time in September, the big- 
eating foals will get_as much as 4 quarts 
of oats twice daily. Others with less husky 
appetites get 2 or 3 quarts at each feed- 


ing. 


In reporting on feeding at Danada Farm 
in last week’s Blood-Horse it was stated 
incorrectly in a section on mares in foal 
that “all stock is fed twice a day—at 7:30 
a.m. and 3 p.m.” It should have been 
made clear that this was a summer 
schedule. During the winter, when mares 
are taken up at night, they are fed at 4 
a.m, and 4 p. m.

Weanlings and Yearlings 


After weaning, the foals are turned out 
during the day. kept in the barns at night, 
and they are fed at 4 a. m. and 4 p. m. 
Except for the summer months, when they 
are turned out at night, all horses on the 
farm are fed by the night watchman at 
4 a.m. 

Blanton said yearlings at the Hagyard 
farm are turned out during the day until 
the weather gets too hot. “We don’t start 
turning our yearlings out at night as soon 
as most farms. In the late spring and 
early summer there are a lot of warm days, 
but it still gets cold at night. I don't like 
to turn the yearlings out at night until 
the nights are warm,” Blanton said. 

When the yearlings are switched to a 
night-out. day-in schedule, feedings are 
at 8 a. m. and 3 p. m.. with sales yearlings 
getting a light feeding in the middle of the 
day. By mid-summer the grain ration 
averages 12 quarts daily, with a few of 
the larger colts getting as much as 14 
quarts, 

Foaling Mares 

After weaning. all mares are taken off 

grain, and are turned out for several 


weeks in the fields. The length of their 
stay outside is determined by the weather, 
the condition of the pastures, and the 
condition of the mares. 

As soon as the weather becomes severe. 
or the quality of the pasture declines. the 
foaling mares are kept in the barns at 
night and are returned to a schedule of 
2 feedings a day. The daily ration includes 
about 8 quarts of oats and 10 ears of corn. 

After foaling. the grain is stepped up 
slightly. and the corn is continued until 
the grass improves in late spring. The 
foaling mares continue to receive 2 feed- 
ings daily until weaning time. 


Barren Mares 


After weaning. the barren mares are 
turned into a pasture where they have 
access to an open shed. Hay is kept in the 
shed at all times. and corn is fed daily. 
The barren mares do not get any oats 
unless they appear to need it. Most of 
the barren mares stay in the field through- 
out the winter. 


Race Mares 


“You really have to baby a young mare 
back from the track.” Blanton said. “We 
feed them twice a day—all they will eat— 
from fall until the next summer. If you 
don’t have those young mares in good 
shape by the breeding season, you run the 
risk of having an undernourished foal 
the next year.” 

The young mares are kept in the barns 
at night and fed twice daily until mid- 
summer. then are turned out with the 
barren mares. 

Stallions 


The rations for the stallions vary con- 
siderably. Tahitian King, which puts on 
flesh easily. gets only 6 quarts of oats 
daily. The others— Free For All and 
Palestinian—get about 10 quarts daily. 

From September until late May the stal- 
lions are turned out during the day. kept 
in the barn at night. Feedings are at 4 
a.m. and 4 p.m. During the summer they 


are out at night. and feeding times are 8 
a.m. and 3 p. m.

Guineas Winners as Producers 


In The Blood-Horse of January 7 was 
an article summarizing the racing records 
of the progeny of English Oaks winners. 
It concluded that “the producing record 
of Oaks winners is better than that of 
any other group ever studied.” It com- 
pared the composite records of Oaks win- 
ners with the records of several American 
groups of mares, and noted that further 
comparisons would be made later. The 
tabulations given herewith add to the 
record the summarized performances of 
the progeny of winners of the One Thou- 
sand Guineas. England’s principal one- 
mile classic for 3-year-old fillies. 

When the data for progeny of Oaks 
winners were set forth in the issue of 
January 7. a few of the indexes had to be 
estimated. since some of the progeny had 
raced in France in the years 1900 to 1919, 
for which it was impossible at the time to 
make an accurate calculation. After the 
article had been published Jean Romanet 
supplied data showing the number of 
runners and monetary distribution in 
French flat racing for these years. The 
average money per runner in each year 
was determined from these totals, and on 
the basis of the averages the indexes were 
recalculated. 

The group index for the progeny of Oaks 
winners remained close to the original 
estimate, declining only from 3.83 to 3.81 
—still the highest index which has been 


found for a large group of mares. The 
819 year-starters out of Oaks winners earn- 
ed as much as 3.123.95 “average” horses. 


The Third-Best Group 


One Thousand Guineas winners have a 
very good record as producers of race 
horses. The group index for their progeny 
is 3.61, indicating earnings at the rate of 
3.61 times the average of the years in 
which they raced. The only groups studied 
thus far which have yielded higher in- 
dexes were winners of the English Oaks 
and the best American race mares (the 
best 10 race mares from each crop of foals 
over an extended period). 

The summarized progeny record of each 
of the One Thousand Guineas winners 
from 1878 through 1945 is set out here 
in tabular form. The comparison between 
the One Thousand Guineas winners and 
other groups is made in another tabulation. 
The list includes the One Thousand 
Guineas winners from 1878 through 1945, 
and the comparison is with the Oaks win- 
ners of the same years. 

A peculiar artifact of this comparison is 
the circumstance that the 20 mares which 
won both the One Thousand Guineas and 
the Oaks have a lower group index than 
the mares which won only one of the 
classics. Their index, for 175 year-starters, 
is 2.71, as compared with 3.88 for the 
mares which won only the One Thousand 
Guineas, and 4.12 for those which won 
only the Oaks. This appears to be incident-

More “Good,” Fewer “Very Good” 


It may be of interest that the 116 mares 
which won one or both of the 2 classics 
in the 68-year period under study produced 
a total of 727 foals. average 6.35 foals per 
mare, including the mares which had no 
offspring at all. 

A glance at the last 2 columns of the 
table on page 632 will be enough to 
reveal that the combined percentage of 
“good” producers (with progeny indexes 
of 2.00 to 3.99) and “very good” (4.00 
and up) among One Thousand Guineas 
winners is about the same as among Oaks 
winners and the best American race mares. 
The important difference is that the per- 
centage of outstanding producers (indexes 
of 4.00 and upward) is considerably lower 
among the One Thousand Guineas winners 
than among the American group or Oaks 
winners. In the classification with indexes 
from 2.00 to 3.99 are nearly twice as 
many One Thousand Guineas winners as 
Oaks winners, and the proportion is al- 
most reversed in the higher category. The 
lowest percentage of “failures.” that is, 
mares with indexes below 1.00. is among 
the best American race mares. 

In the tabular presentation of the sum- 
marized progeny records of One Thousand 
Guineas winners the actual earnings are 
omitted. In their place is substituted the 
adjustment. which is the sum of the annual 
earnings divided by the average distribu-

It is possible, of course, that the gradual 
English trend toward speed and precocity 
—a trend resulting from the High Cost of 
Racing and the increased importance of 
the export market—eventually may give 
winners of the one-mile One Thousand 
Guineas a higher standing as broodmares 
than winners of the 114-mile Oaks. But 
the day is not here yet.

A Poke in a Pig 


Equine infectious anemia, or swamp 
fever, rarely is reported from a race track, 
but this does not necessarily mean an 
equal rarity in occurence of the disease. 
Swamp fever usually is diagnosed as such 
only after it has approximated an epizootic 
status. The principal reasons for this 
state of affairs are (1) the difficulty in 
making a definitive diagnosis and (2) 
the reluctance of authorities to jeopardize 
the financial success of a race meeting by 
announcing the presence, suspected or 
actual, of an infectious and incurable 
disease. 

Both of these factors were strongly in 
evidence during the last reported outbreak 
of swamp fever, at the Hipodromo de las 
Americas in Mexico City, and both may 
be expected when the disease makes its 
next appearance at a track in the United 
States. The hope that both factors may 
be dissipated is inherent in a summary of 
the Mexico City epizootic published in the 
American Journal of Veterinary Research 
of January. 1956. 

The article. by M. Scherago, D. V. M.., 
Gerardo Varela, M. D., and Aline S. Hofer. 
D. V. M.. gives an account of the Mexican 
outbreak from the first cases in June, 
1952, through the summer of 1954, when 
it finally was diagnosed and began to 
subside. In the course of studies of the 
disease the senior author, Dr. Morris 
Scherago, head of the Department of 
Bacteriology at the University of Kentucky. 
initiated experiments in a diagnostic 
technique which might prove valuable in 
any future outbreak if its results are forti- 
fied by further tests. The experiments 
involved injection of blood from the sick 
horses into small pigs. In the discussion of 
the results the authors report: 


Whether we succeeded in infecting pigs with 
the blood from the diseased horses may be open 
to question. All 5 of the inoculated pigs developed 
purpuric spots within three to four days after they 
were injected and 3 of them developed wobbly 
hindlegs by the fourth day, while the uninoculated 
control pig remained free of these symptoms for 
at least 14 days after its mates had been injected 
and at least ten days after they had begun to 
develop symptoms. The second series of pigs which 
were inoculated with filtered triturated tissue from 
the first series developed symptoms of weakness, 
especially of the hindlegs, and diarrhea and died 
within 14 days after injection. When the filtered 
triturated tissue from the second series was 
inoculated into a third series of young pigs previous- 


ly immunized with anti-hog cholera serum, none of 
the latter was affected. Unfortunately, these 
pigs were not challenged, in addition, with blood 
from the diseased horses. This raises the question 
as to whether the first series of pigs reacted to the 
virus of equine infectious anemia and then con- 
tracted hog cholera or whether the pigs were 
already infected with the hog cholera virus when 
they were inoculated with material from the diseased 
horses and, hence, the reactions which we observed 
were due to hog cholera virus and not to the virus 
of equine infectious annemia. It is important to 
emphasize, however, that these pigs were observed 
for seven days before they were injected with the 
blood from the diseased horses and that during 
this period there were no signs of hog cholera, also 
that the control pig remained free of symptoms 
for at least ten days after they appeared in its 
inoculated mates although it was kept together with 
them in the same quarters. 

If the virus of equine infectious anemia was 
responsible for the signs and the death of the 
first series of pigs, failure of the hog cholera- 
immunized pigs to become infected with material 
from the second series of pigs might have been due 
to the inability of the virus of equine infectious 
anemia to survive passage through a foreign host 
(pig). At any rate, the results of the primary 
inoculations would appear sufficiently significant 
to warrant repeating the experiment by injecting 
young hog cholera-immunized pigs or suckling pigs 
from a hog cholera-immune sow with blood from 
horses with equine infectious anemia. This we plan 
to do.
